! noon adjournment, which occurred at 1 o'clock, Mr. Justice Simmons 
weaned so summed up the gist of the questions at issue and inquired 
| of the barristers if he had not put it properly. And it was so agreed. 
(Such is the bone of contention in the hearing today of the injunction 
secured by F. Fraser Tims of this city against Aldermen Mould, 
rraaley, McInnis and Lundy restraining the said aldermen from 
participating in council proceedings pertaining to hearing the report 
of the committee of the council appointed to investigate charges pre- 
ferred against Commissioners Bouillon and Butchart. 

It was after Mr. Biggar had laid his foundation of fact that Mr. 
Justice Simmons cleared the atmosphere by summing up the gist 
of the controversy by asking if the point at issue was not whether or 
not the city council was a judicial body or whether it was a legis- 
lative body with power to oust executives at will. 

It is expected that the injunction matter will be finished this 
afternoon, the injunction cither being dissolved, or a trial being or- 
dered by the justice to determine whether or not the four defendants 
should be disqualified from voting upon the report of the council 
committee which held the investigation,
